_ matter what it cost—of course can't Stay, 
and workingmen don't really expect them 


to stay. The principle of keeping wage 
scales abreast the cost of living— 
Which means a réal living wage—cannot 
be abandoned. 

The only real danger in the situation 
lies in keeping an abyss of misunder- 
standing between labor and capital. If 
both sides keep on looking for trouble, 
trouble will come. If both sides make an 
effort to approach each other in the right 
spirit, if the abyss is bridged by co- -opera- 
tion in the common interest, there need 


be no trouble and there WILL be no 


trouble, 

If there IS trouble, it will be because 
one side—or both—has been stiffnecked 
and unyielding and blind to the interests 
and purposes of the other side. 

To Labor and Capital: Quit scowling 
at each other.

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SOCRATES ON WILSONUS, 


OCRATES: There were respects, 
S I thought, in which the debate at 
the agora last night was on of 
, the most interesting we have had. Of 
course, there was nothing in any- 
one’s mind but Wilsonus and the tre- 
mendous role he is playing: in human 
affairs. Crites feared, he 
be able to meet the entire expecta- 
tion of him, and said frankly he would 
not like to be in his shoes. Alcibiades 
thought that while the test 
would be severe, the probable con- 
sequence of it would only be to prove 
how far superior to what we under- 
stand it to be is his equipment. Any- 
tus made what I thought an excellent 
point in this relation. He said we were 
so accustomed to the severe limita- 
tions of public men because of the 
quarter from which they were recruit- 
ed that we never had been prepared 
and probably never would be for the 
things of which Wilsonus is capable. 
That is, he said the background be- 
hind Wilsonus might be said to be 
human experience, whereas about all 
the ordinary public man has to guide 
him is his own experience. I1 ap- 
plauded that. It was a good thought, 
and illustrates with remarkable clar- 
ity the difference between Wilsonus 
and the accustomed type of public 
man, 
tlaucon: Good for Anytus! 
Socrates: Aristophanes came in dur- 
ing the debate. You know he is al- 
ways humorously serious, but wheth- 
er the more serious than humorous 
or the more humorous than serious 
none of us can ever make out. At any 
rate, we asked him to speak. He said 
he thought that what had happened 
was that Wilsonus had first idealized 
Europe and Europe had then re- 
turned the compliment by idealizing 
Wilsonus,. Whether either would prove 
to be all the other expected he could 
not say, but he thought it unlikely. 
This was in the very best vein of Aris- 
tophanes, and the laughter was of

ists and the Spartacus, or Bolshevist 
group. 

The Social Democrats are the old 
Scheidemann party. Throughout the 
war they worked hand in hand with 
the so-calied “middle class” non- 
Socialist parties. When the revolu- 
tion occurred, they wished to con- 
tinue this co-operation and establish 
a coalition government representing 
the old Reichstag coalition majority. 
They may be called the “Extreme 
Right” or conservative element of 
the revolutionary movement. 

The “Center” Party. 

But, owing to the opposition their 
program encountered, a compromise 
was made with their chief rivals, the 
Independent Socialists, led by Hugo 
Haase, Georg Ledebour and Carl 
Kautsky. 


The Independents oppose cbd-op- 
eration with non-Socialists, but they 


have consented in their agreement 
with the Social Democrats to make 
the establishment of a Socialist state 
dependent upon a straight vote of 
the majority of the people. Like ¢he 
Social Democrats, they are in favor 
of constitutional procedure. They 
may be termed the “center” party. 

The “extreme left” is the mys- 
terious Spartacus group formed in 
the fall of 1916. It gets its name 
from anenymous political letters, 
signed “Spartacus,” which were sent 
out by Kar! Liebknecht for the per- 
sonal information of the radical ele- 
ment among the Social Democrats. 

The Spartacus Group. 

These letters, first distributed in 
1915, took the form a year later of 
illegal, secretly published peri- 
name ‘“Sparta- 
cus.” It denounces both the Social 
Democrats and the Independent So-
